20 in Badangpet Nagar Panchayat had failed to lodge the account of 
his expenses as required by law and has no good reason or justification for the same. 


NOW THEREFORE , in pursuance of Section 15 - B of Telangana Municipalities Act, 1965, the 
State Election Commission hereby , declares that Sri. Borra Ravi Kumar, defeated candidate for Ward 
No . 20 in Badangpet Nagar Panchayatto be ineligible for a period of 3 years from the date of issue of this 
order to contest any election to be held for any office under the provisions of Telangana Municipalities 
Act, 1965 .
